Lecompte Davit

statement. 
He said: 
“After long consideration of this case, 
if it pleases your honor, and after 
consulting with counsel in this case, 
we have come to the conclusion that 
we shall enter a plea of guilty.” 
There wa* a atir In the courtroom 
aa Mr. Davis finished his brief state­ 
ment. 
Then the district attorney went to 
bls 
seat, 
stepped

judge’s beach and asked the court 
for the indictment In the case 
“You have heretofore pleaded not 
guilty to this indictment, have you 
not, Mr. J. B. McNamara?”

IL —The much 
discussed report of the tariff board 
on the wool schedule of the Payne 
tariff and on the wool industry wl 1 
be iii the hands of President Taft not 
later than Dec. l l. 
This prediction was made at the 
I White 
House,

visit of 
Judge Emery, the chairman, and A 
H. Sanders. 
The cotton report will 
be sent to the White House a few 
days later. 
-Mr. Taft spent nearly an hour with 
the two members of the boatd, d I ly­ 
ing the cabinet meeting for the pur­ 
pose, and urged them to make all 
possible haste in the preparation of 
both reports. 
The board will work 
nights and Sundays until its work on 
these two schedules and industries is 
com pleted 
Mr. Taft’s two special tariff mes­ 
sages, one on wool and the other on 
cotton, will be merely formal docu­ 
ments of transmittal. 
Under the act 
creating the tariff board, it is not ex­ 
po ted to make recommendations for 
tariff legislation to congress.
